From the inkling of the 
controversy that has leaked out, the parties 
waxed warm, and it was rumored at the 
time that Stanton tendered his resigna- 
tion, as many of our readers may remember. 
The President, perplexed by this cross 
fire, compromised the matter by giving 
McClellan half of McDowell's ewrps, and 
directing Banks to fall back to Strasburg 
and forbidding MeDowell to proceed be- 
yond the Rappahannock—as prudential 
measures. After Franklin's division of 
25,000 men were taken away from McDow- 
eli—leaving him scarcely so many, it would

Davis, © make a rush on Wash- 
ington while our army was advancing 
from the rear on Richmond. The Secretary 
of War advocated a movement on Rich- | 
mond by a march frome then: ovensing | 
the Rappahannock at Fredericksburg with 
the main body of the army. He argued 
that by taking this route, the whole force 
on the Potomac, could be employed ia of- 
fensive opérations, as Washirigton could not 
be menaced while the arimy stood between 
it and the foe. He furthermore contended 
that, by advancing on the Fredericksburg 
road, the army would be able to ou‘flank 
the rebels, which on the Peninsula route 
could not be doné@ But McClellan rejected 
hie advice, and inéisted on his “ plan,” and 
be hasconsumed two months in advancing 
fifty miles, ae from “the nature of the 
country, bounded by parallel rivers, he 
not ‘been able to operate on the rebel 
flanks, but has had to bore his way slowly 
against their front,and while engaged in 
this?

THE WAR IN THE SOUTHWEST 
A View of the Situation and 
Loealities. 


CORINTH AND AWICINITY. 


[From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Camp Brrons Conmwrn, May 924, 1868. 

Corinth, Miss., isa new town, built up by 
the railroad ru: ning through it. It is a place 
of some importance, and will hereafter bear 
great historic renown. The town is about two 
miles south of the Tennessee line, and eight 
west of the Alabama line. The Ohio and Mo- 
bile rallroad runs north and south, and the 
Charleston and Memphis road to the east aud 
west, through the town. The Grand Junction 
on the latter road is cight miles west of Corinth. 
Here the Charleston and Memphis road con- 
nects with the Jackson and Great Northern 
and Mississippi Central, rauning to New Or 
leans, and the Memphis and Ohio road. This 
latter point, Grand Junction, fs of considera- 
ble strategetic importance to Beauregard, asin 
the event cf the Mobile road being cut off to 
the south of Corinth, it will be the only road 
whereby to effect a retreat south. 

The ground from the Tennessee River to 
Corinth, is of a precipitous character, being a 
succession of valleys and hills, with an oc- 
casional stretch of low swampy ground, made 
by creek valleys. To the left of the Federal 
camps, the famous Pine Barrens of Alabama 
ccmmenct. The ground occupied by the ar- 
my of Gen. Halleck, is of a little more open 
character than that between it and the river. 
Immediately in front of their last position, 
(May 16th) is a belt of low marshy ground, 
caused by a couple of creek valleys, and 
covered with tangled thickets and underbrush. 
Thies wili average three-quarters of a mile in 
width. Across this our drmy have made roads 
and bridges, sufficient for the passage of 
heavy ordnance, field-pieces, transportation, 
&c. Immediately beyond, from the south to 
the northwest, for three quarters of a mile the 
ground js comparatively undulating and ris- 
ing. There are points here within range, which 
cover the town of Corinth. Immediately be- 
yond this rising ground, which has been occu- 
pied by the pickets of both armies since we 
have been here, there is another belt of swam- 
py ground, about the same width as the first 
mentioned, which rises abruptly on the west, 
and the tops of which forms a level plateau, 
on which Corinth is situated. Through the 
centre of this runs from the northwest to the 
southeast, a small stream on either side of 
which the town is laid out. On this plateau 
are encamped many of Beauregard’s regimenta, 
and along the cast of it are entrenchments and 
gens, But this position would not be defensi- 
ble, when once our batteries obtained posses- 
sion of the rising ground to the east, before 
mentioned, were it not that te the west the 
ground rises abruptly and higber than the land 
in front. The Charleston and Memphis road 
has a cut of 45 feet through it. On this sec- 
ond plateau must be located the largest and 
strongest position of the rebel fortifications, 
To the south the ground is more precipitous 
for severe) miles, than it is, even, in our lines 
and rear. itis 7 easy of defense, and here 
it is comsidered that Be: will make his 
great stand.

The cause of the Union, or the American 
erisis, aseumes constantly new phases in this 
country.
